Cancellation of penalties will be 
based on payment in the year 1936

Upon making any such bylaw, it 
shall be provided that there shall 
be allowed a discount of prompt 
payment of rates levied in 1936, of 
five per cent, if paid on or before

Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press 
LONDON, March 13.—France demanded that “the whole Rhine- 
land be absolutely evacuated” of German troops last night after 
four former Great War allies, meeting in one of the gravest con- 
ferences since that war, indicted the Nazi government.as a violator 
of the Locarno and Versailles treaties. The unyielding French po- 
sition was proclaimed in the face of a refusal by Chancellor Hitler 
of a British plea that he withdraw all but a few of the troops.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

“Would you be kind enough to tell me some- 
thing about heart block?” 

ANSWER: It is rather difficult 
in simple terms what is meant by heart block. 
In the human heart, there occurs a certain s 
quence of events by which the impulse to con- 
tract is passed along, or transmitted from the 
right auricle to the ventricles, causing a con- 
traction of the ventricles. This impulse is car- | 
ried by way of the auriculo-ventricular node 
and a strand of fibres called the bundle of His. 
When the impulse to contract is interfered with

as it travels along the path to the ventricles, 
th produces what is called heart block. Heart 
block is divided into two forms; partial and | 
complete. The causes are not accurately known; 
however, it is considered that inflammation of 
the heart muscle resulting from rheumatism, 
me serve as a cause. In older patients, the 
cause may arise from changes in the blood 


vessels which cut off the supply to the bundle. 
In partial heart block, the impulse to contract is 
transmitted with an abnormal slowness or some 
of the impulses are not transmitted. If the im- 
pulse fails to travel to the ventricles this will 
cause a gap called a “dropped beat.” In com- 
plete heart block the ventricular rate is reduced 
to below 35 per minute. In making a definite 
diagnosis it is helpful to study the heart witb 


the electrocardiograph. The outlook for the 
patient depends upon several factors: the fact 
that a delay in the impulse to contract occurs, 


is of no great significance. The condition of the 
patient may remain the same for years. If the 
heart is healthy otherwise, moderate activity 
may be continued; if trouble develops else- 
where in the heart, the patient finds his power 
of activity lessened. When the patient develop 
heart block is advisable to have a doctor 
check the condition from time to time
